ſome Reaſon to think:fo ; becauſe I find by Cole- 
man's Letters, and other Diſcoveries, that a Tole- 
ration and Indalgence ſhould be one: of the grear 
Engines they intended to uſe for the eſtabliſhmg of 
Popery in this Nation. | Butthe Project thus fail- 
ing at this time, they were forced to wait with 
patience until they could have another apportu- 
nity z employing in the mean timetheit Diabo- 
| lical Counſels in weakning the Proteſtant Inte- 
.teſt {in order to a general deſtruQion of it) by 
engaging us in 2 War with Holland. In which the 
French ated the ſame part in the behalf of the 
Dutch, as they did afterwards in our behalf a+ 
gainſt them, 1672. very fairly looking on both 
times, while we poor Proteſtants with great fu- 
ty defroyed one the other.

[notice as we have of other Diſcoveries againſt 


Papiſts ſince; however, accordingly in Septem- 
ber, thirteen thouſand Houſes of the City of Lon- 
don were burnt. And thoſe that were taken in 
carrying' on that Work, | generouſly diſcharged 
without any Tryal; and one Papilt that confeſt, 


that himſelt and others did ſet the City on fire, 


was in great haſte hanged, and fo the bulineis 
was buſb up, as Ccompleatly as the late great 
Plot is like to be now, branding © Hubert, that 
then made » that Confeſſion, with Madneſs; as 
now theſe laſt Wirnefſes with Perjury, Sodomy, 
and what not. However. theſe: buſineſſes were 
not ſo carried, bur his Majeſty diſcerned ſome 
of the Intrigues of them, which made him al- 
ter his Councils, and contrary to the Endea- 
vours of that Party enter into new. Alliances, 
by making up that excellent League, uſually cal» 
led the ripe League, Which'pura ſtop to 
theſe mens Deſigns as to Aﬀairs abroad,” bur not 
to their Deſigns here at home. For having ob- 
tained the Oxford Act, 'and ſome orhers againſt 
the. Diſenters, great endeavours were uted to 
have them Executed ſeverely, in expeQtation 
that the Diſſenters would ſo be made weary of 1i- 
ving quietly under them, and in the end-be glad 
of a Toleration; bur the Dijenters deceived them, 


- and ſubmitred ro che Laws, inſomuch. that in

1670 to wy there was hardly a Conventicle 
to be heard of in England. * And 'might neyer 
have been more, if that Party had nor:been a- 
fraid of a great d iſappointment thereby ; where-' 
fore to reyive our Diz7ſions, and to bring in 
( as they poor ) their own Religion, they im- 
Force all their force again ro get a. Toleration. 

ſay. they did it, becauſe it cannot be 1magin'd 
it- could .be from any Proteſtant Intereſt, both 
Church-men and Diffenters publickly declaring 
their dereſtation of it. And in 1672 it was 
abtained, ' Printed, and Publiſhed. Afrer we 
had, in order to the catrying it on, broke thar 
never to be forgotten Tripple League, ſacrificed 
our Honour to the French, not only by making 
a ſtrong Alliance with them, but by pf ng the 
Dutch Smyrna Fleet, and: then afterwards pro- 
_ claiming: War with them. Which War was 
continued in order to--ruin us both; for the 
French prove bur lokers on at Sea ( as they had 
done- when ingaged with the Dutch in 1665 ) 
though great Conguerours at Land, eſpecially of 
the Proteſtants in Germany and Holland. . And as 
this Toleration was accompanied. with theſe great 
alterations in Afﬀairs abroad, ſo it- was backt 
1. With a great Miniſter of State-atthe Helm ar 
home, who was ſo confident of the re-fixing Po- 
pery 1crc, that he could not forbear to declare 

imſelf-ro be of that Religion, I mean my Lord 
Treaſurer Clifford; as alſo, 2. With a great Ar- 
my-at Black-Heath, ready upon all occaſions, 
and, 3. With the greateſt violation on the Pro- 

rty-of the Subjc&, that ever hapned in this 

ation, the ſezzzng of One Million and balf, or 
therabourt, in the Exchequer. All which indeed

made our condition deſperate, and, as many 


again the Goodneſs and Wiſdom of His Maje- 
ty ſaved us, refuſing to follow ſuch perniciops 
Lountels; upon which Clifford not only loſt his 
Place, bur his Life roo, breaking his beart (as'is 
by moſt believed) to ſee himſelt fo diſappointed 
” + in this great Deſign, And here, as we can ne- 
|. ver too much deteſt my Lord Clifford, and ſuch 
FE others, who-contrived our Ruin, ſo we can ne- 
ver1ufficiently admire His Majeſties Royal Care 
m working out our Security, by refuſing to fol- 
low any Advice that tzndedtothoſe Ends: And 
therefore. to rhe great diſappointment of that 

Party, at the Requeſt .of the Houſe of Com- 

mong at their next Meeting, He recaled the faid 

Toleration, disbanded the Ariny, and in convenient 

time made a Peace with Holland. But though 

this Party were thus defeated of their Delſtgn, 
yet not ſo diſcouraged asto give it over. They 

changed their Meaſures, but not their Princt- 

ples, and although they deliſted from further 
aming at a Toleration, yet they no ways neg- 
lected purſuing a Reformation, but in order there- 
to proſecuted a Correſpondence formerly be- 
gun. for that purpoſe with the French. King , 
and by promifing him conſiderable Supphes 
to carry on the War he was then engaged 
10, ſecured themſelves, as they thought, of his 
aſtiſtance for ſetling of Popery here. Accord- 
ingly, it is not unknown, what a Party of 
Men, and what Quantity of Ammunition, and 
other Neceffaries for War, were fent to the 
French King, during the War he, was, then en- 
gaged in, ang how it was done contrary _

advice of the Parliament, and the Solicitations of 
moſt of the Princes of Euro e, and true” Inte- 
reſt of England, to the aſtoniſhment of all good 
men ; eſpecially becauſe" it was contrary. to his 
Majeſties own Proclamation, and when the French 
had declared they made that War for Religion, 
endeayouring to force the Dutch to allow of Po- 
piſþ Churches. However, ſuch wasthe ſtrength 
of this Party, that this Afﬀiſtance was continu- 
ed until the French King. was willing to make 
a Peace, and then who more inſtrumental than 
our Minifters to effe&t it. Several Embaſadors , 
and Plenipotentiaries too, being ſent as well to 
the Court of Spain, as Germany and Holland, for 
that purpoſe. - And at laſt , the Dutch being 
weary, and conſumed with the War, they were 
perſwaded to be willing of a Peace, and. accor- 
dingly. the Toth of January, 1677. entred. into 
a I reaty with us for a general Peace, to be acr 
compliſhed by ſuch ways and means as are there- 
in preſcribed. Whick League was kept private 
for ſome time, and inſtead of any Diſcovery 
thereof, about the end, of February ' following 
(the Parliament being then ſoon after to afſem- 
ble ) a great noiſe was made of entring. into a 
War with France , it being concluded, that 
nothing like that would incline the Patlia- 
ment to give Money, nor the People freely 
to part with it, becauſe it was the only way to 
extinguiſh thoſe fears they lay under, by reaſon 
of the grawing greatneſs of France, Ar the 
meeting of the Parliament, the Project was ſct 
on foot with all the art and induſtry imagina- 
ble, and ſo far were the major part of the 
Members perſwaded of the reality thereof ,

had not -prevented | their Deliggs. Then was 
Claypool the next 'Term after publickly cleared at. '- 
the Kings-Bench Bar, the Witnefſes appearing 
no more againſt him. Thus were we again re- 
duced to a miſerable condition, bur it pleaſed -. 
God, by the Diſcovery of the Plot by Dr. Oats, + 
once more to ſave us; whoſe Evidence ( he be- © 
ing but one Witneſs ) they thought at firſt xo 
have out-braved, but ſome of them being ſo in- 
fatuared as to kill 7uſtice Godfrey, and Coleman fo 
unfortunate as to leave ſome of his important P#- 
pers in his' Houſe, notwithſtanding the time he 
had ro convey them away, it wrought ſo great 
a fermentation in the People, as that there was 
no remedy, but that the turther purſuir of the 
Plot muſt be again laid afide, and a fair face pur 
upon things. And ſo accordingly there was for 
a few Months, but how after /Vakemar's T ryal 
things turn'd again, what endeayours have been 
{ince uſed to ridicule rhe Plot, to diſparage. the 
old Witneſſes, to diſcourage new ones, to ſet up 
Presbyterian Plots, and to increaſe our Driſtons, 
Iſuppoſe muſt be freſh in every man's me 
here, and therefore I ſhall nor offer ro trouble 
you therewith. 

Bur, Sir, I cannot conclude, without begging

the uſe of Parliaments in a manner aboliſhed, and 


the Power of that Government lodged in a Com- 


miſfroner and Council, a ſtanding Army of Twenty 
two thouſand men ſetled, all endeavours uſed to

Papiſts. By which we may conclude, that the 
fame intereſt hath had a great hand in the ma- 
nagement of affairs there alſo. 

And, Sir, may we not as well believe, thar 


the World was at firſt made of Aton's, or by 


chance, without the help of an Omnipotenr 
hand, as that theſe affairs in this our little World 
have been thus carried on, fo many years toge- 
ther, ſo contrary to our true intereſt, without 
fome great Original Cauſe, by which the Popiſh 
interett hath ſo far got the aſcendant of the Pro- 
reſtant intereſt, that notwithſtanding all his Ma-

And the truth of 
all hath been ſo confirm'd by Coleman's Letters, 
making the Dukes intereſt, the French intereſt, 
and the Papiſts intereſt, ſo much .one, and by 
the many Wirnefles that have: come in abour 
the Plot, that I think we may rather be art a 
loſs for our Remedy, than in doubr of our Diſ- 
caſe.

At Wakemanr's T ryal, thoſe perſons who art for- 
mer T'ryals had been treated with thar reſpe& 
that is due tothe Kings Evidence, and whoſe Cre- 
dit and Reputation had ſtood clear without excep+ 
tion in all other. Tryals, were now not only/ 
brow-beaten, but their Ewdence preſented to the 
Jury, as doubtful, and not to be depended on, and 
ſo ar all other T1 | 
forward. By which many of the greatelt Of- 
fenders were quitted and cleared as to the Plor, 
and thoſe that were brought for defaming the 
Kings Evidence, and ſuborning Witneſſes, in 
order thereto,very kindly treated, and diſcharged 
with eafte Sentences, eſpecially if Papiſts; bur 
if Proteſtants, though only for Printing or Ven- 
ding ſome Unlicenſed Book, were impriſon'd 
and largely fined. Bur, I beg leave to particula- 
rize in the caſe of one Care,who was indicted for 
Printing a weekly Intelligence, called, The Packet 
of Advice from Rome, or, The Hiſtory of Popery. T his

It 1s, plain from them, that Popiſh Princes have 
not thought themſelves bound by any Laws againſt 
the Intereſt of that Church, and our Fore- fathers have 
found to. their Sorrow, that the Strength of our Laws 
were not ſufficient to defend them againſt Popiſh Ty- 
ranmes. For no Prince of that Religion ever 

et. thought himſelf bound to keep Faith with 

ercticks. After Ducen Mary had ſeriouſly 
pledzed her Royal Word to the Suffolk men,, to 
allow them their Religion, by which rhey be- 
came the greateſt rn of putting the 
Crown on ber Head, did ſhe not in return put the 
Crown of Martyrdom on theirs. All other Laws 
that you can propoſe in this Caſe muſt be ground- 
ed on ſome truſt or fideliry that muſt be repo- 
ſed'in that party, for which no Argument can 
be. given, but that they never kept any Faith with 
Hereticks, and therefore that we may do well to try 
what they will do. This I might prove by a ſad

I have ſpent much of my time. in ſtu- 
dying the Laws of this Land, and I pretend to 
know ſomething of the Laws of Foreign Coun-

Col. L. Sir, It is my misfortune to lie un- 
der the diſreputation of being 4 Papiſt, bur have 
now an Opportunity of ſhewing my ſelf other- 
wile, in declaring that 1 any againſt this Bill, 
for I think there is none bur Papiſts that are of 
Opinion, that a man- may be difinherired for 
his Rehigion. I have alfo OOTY roſhew 
my duty to my Maſter; in declaring that thoſe

"2#þag nance, And'cyen in the tirge of Peace, it muſt 
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be-Serviceable upon many occaſions, becauſe 
of its Scituation on the Barbary ſide as'I take it, 
and Cadx on the Chriſtian Shore, and both ntar 
the Straights- Mouth, the greateſt pallage for 
Ships in the World. And by parting with it, 
we:may not only be prejudiced for want ,of tht 
conveniency of it, but by the great inconvenien= 
cics that may ariſe , by falling into. the hands of 
the French , Turks, Moors, Or Spaniards. And 
therefore I think the charge of maintaining it, 
muſt not be conſidered in this caſe,and it is not fo 
much,but that if we could once fall into the way 
of ſending goodGovernors there,that would mind 
the promoting of Trade , - haply the gains that 
might be levied thereon, would -in ſome time 
prove {ufficient to maintain the Garriſon. And.if 
we ſhould now part with.it, we ſhould loſe the 
two Millions we have laid out on the Mold, which 
I think may alſo be worth our conſideration. 
Sir, I do. well remember what a cry there was 
in this Nation, upon the delivery up of Dunkirk 
to the French ; 1 believe if Tangzer ſhould be de- 
livered up there would be more, and I think 
not without cauſe too. For 1 am affraid , that 
when ever we may have a War with France, we 
ſhall find that he hath already too many locks 
upon us in the Straights, ſeeing he is ſo formi- 
dable at Sea. And 1 think if it were for no other 
reaſon but to ſecure the place out of his hands we 
ought.to keep the polleſſion of this place. . 
Mr. Speaker, | 
L. F. Sir, by the diſcourſe which the worthy 
Member made which ſpoke laſt, | hope you are 
fully ſatisfied that Tangier is a place of great. 
importance, and you may conclude that his Mis 
jelty 
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jeſty is clearly of that Opinion, or elſe it is not 
likely, that after he had recommended it to you 
in Ris Speech, he would now ſo ſoon have mind- 
ed you of it again by his Meflage. And being 
ſo, | hope this Houſe will not have the loſs of it 
lye at their Doors, which 1 take for granted, will 
be the Fate thereof, if ſome Supply be not given 
for its ſupport ſpeedily. For his Majeſty's Re- 
venue, will not bear 'the advancing of more Mo- 
ney towards it, the great Supplies lately ſent, 
having been very chargeable; and yet there 
muft be an additional Supply, and that a conſi- 
derable one too er'e long, to make up the Gar- 
rifon four thouſand Men, or elſe the Governout

Sir, { have heard the many Reaſons that 
have been given, why Money cannot be at 
preſent advanced, I cannot ſay without being 
much concerned to hear the Miniſters fo Ar. 
raigned, and I think without Cauſe ; For I be- 
lieve there are none about his Majeſty but what 
are very good Proteſtants, and willing to do all 
they can for that Intereſt : Which | hope upon a

we ſhould have a Popiſh King ? I think, Sir, if 
there were no other reaſon, it is enough to 
make us cautious how we give Mon*y ; and 
take ſuch notice of in our Addreſs as may be 
convenient.

Sir, W. T, Sir, This Debate hath more of 
weight in jt, than the buſineſs of Tangier, I

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think: As affairsnow ſtand, the moſt part of Chri- 
ſtendom is concerned in it, I am ſure all the Pro- 
teſtants. And therefore I hope your patience will 
hold out, to have the whole Circumſtances of it 
fairly Examined : For the Arguments that have 
been offered in the conſideration of this Meſ- 
fage, _have inlarged the debate further than

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Chaos, I think, conſidering the charge it will 
coſt keeping, England would not be muth the 
worſe for it; but to move you to conſider any 
thing about that, at this time, cannot be. pro= 
per,, becauſe the Moors have fo beſieged it, 
that the firſt thing that muſt be done, whether 
in order to. keep it or deſtroy it, is, to beat 
them off, by ſome ſpeedy Supplies which muſt 
be preſently ſent, or elſe the Town according 
to the beſt Information come from thence is like 
to be loſt.

Sir W.T. GR The preſervation ef the Govern- 
ment in general, as well as our par-, 
ticular fafeties, have a dependance upon the mat- 
ter that is now before you, in which there are ſo 
many Miſcarriages ſo complicated, as there ari- 
ſeth ſome difficulty how to Examine them. I 
cannot but obſerve, how the Proclamation is here 
again mentioned ; by which you may conclude, 
therelyeth a great weight on the peoples right to 
Petition by means thereof, and that the beſt way 
to remove it, is to find out the Adviſers and Con- 
trivers of that Proclamation, in order to proceed 
againſt them according to their deſerts.

T muſt confeſs, Sir, I am at a great loſs what to 


offer to your conſideration in this matter,for our 


danger is not only from the ſtrength of the Popiſh 
party, but from the weakneſs of the Proteſtants, 
by reafon of the animoſities which they fow a- 
mongſt us, not only in points of Religion, but of 
Intereſt too. For'of late they have not been con- 
tent with carrying. on the defign of dividing the -

laft Parliament as omnipetent and Aangerons for g9- 
ing ahout to diſmhcrit the Duke. They endeavour 
to divide the people in their opinions as to Par- 
laments, and to render them incompatible with 
the Government, that ſoif poſſible rhey may keep 
the Proteſtant Intereſt divided, and work then 
to deſtroy themſelves, by ergaging party againſt 
party, 72 hopes at laſt to have but one party to deal 
with, and to have an opportwnity of gaining the wea- 
keſt to their ſide by aſſurances of Liberty of Conſci- 
ence, or ctherways, which mult certainly be the 
conſequence of ſuch a-conteſt, And although 1 
am very unwilling to:detraCt from the merits of 
our Church-men; for whom I have @ great vene- 
ration, © yet I cannot but obſerve how that ever 
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fince the Trial 'vf Wakeman was over,but more #hout 
the time of the Presbyterian-plot how they preached up 
—_— in publick Aſſemblies) the danger of Fana- 
#icks to be more then of Papifts , and that to diſin- 
herit the Duke was againſt the Law of .Gad. 
-Which faid Opinions, if they ſhould be imbibed 
by the people, what will your Afﬀociation-bill ſig- 
nifie,or any other Law you-can make againft Po- 
pery ? Sir, I do not mention theſe things to-you 
without a great deal of regret; for I am well 
known to be a true friend of the-Church,and have 
(when I was thought worthy to be in Commil- 
ſion) expreſt my ſelf a ſevere Enemy to Fanati- 
ciſm. But however, I cannot but .obſerve this 
ſtrange contradiction of pretending to keep: out 
Popery,and yet at the ſame time to endeayour to 
divide theProteſtant Intereſt,and to reſervea right 
to make a Papiſt King. I muſt confeſs I am more 
diſtracted from the ill conſequences | fear from 
| ſuch contrivances as theſe,than from the ſtrength 
of the Papiſts themſelves. They will certainly:go 
on with their Intereſt,as long as they are ſecureof 
ſuch Auxiliaries.- Theſe things mug.be confider- 
ed in the drawing of your Bill, that ſo the reme-

The worthy Member that ſpoke a while fince, 
hath ſhewed you from whence our fears of Popery 
ariſe, from the dependance they have of aſliſtance 
from France, Ireland, and Scatland, in cafe there 
ſhould be a Popiſh King, beſides the Party they 
have here, A the advantage they will have by. 
the Government, which is already ſecured for thax 
Intereſt; and of it felf would be ſufficient to can- 
teſt wih. the Proteſtant intereſt, who in ſuch a 
caſe would have no King to head them, no per- 
ſons in _any place of Truſt to execute any Laws 
in their behalf, nor no legal power ta defend them- 
ſelves.

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that I muſt confeſs, rheſe reſervations Jook to me like # 
perfe deſign to ſave the whole party , rigs tm 
with a opt and a pretence ſufficient to enable them v0 
accompliſh their end. For to this , the ſaving the 
Dukes right doth amount , and conſequently the 
deſtruction of the Proteſtant Religion. Which 
cannot be imagined to proceed from his Majeſty. 
In former times the intereſt of no one man could 
ever bear up againſt the intereſt of the Nation, now 
it ſeems, that the Religion, Lives,: and Liberties of 
all the people of this Nation ; nay, I may ſay, all 
the Proteſtants of the Three Nations muſt all be 
loſt, rather than one man be diſpoſſeſt of bus right, 
though by bx A# bath made himſelf incapable to 
enjoy it. Certainly there muſt be more intended þy - 
this, than the ſaving of one man, it muſt be the 1ſa- 
ving of a party. And therefore, Sir, I am afraid 
we are but where we were two years ago. For it 
is plain to me, that there is a certain fatal 
Scheme which hath been exactly purſued theſe 
twenty years, 1n order to deſtroy the Proteſtant In- 
tereſt, and hath had a ſtrange ſecret operation in 
the management of all our affairs. 'And although 
now and then ſome accidents have hapned , that 


have occaſioned ſome alteration for a time, as by 


his Majeſties recalling the Toleration, ſome Tranſ- 
actions of Parliaments, the breaking out of the 
Plot, and his Majeſties Toleration of his Council, 
1679. Yet1 obſerve that after a little while there 
is no Change in the main , all returns to the old 
Scheme, as if there were a certain infallible bal- 
lance that did preponderate. We have had fo 
much experience of his Majeſties goodneſs and in- 
dinations, that we cannot but conclude, that there 
till ſome ſuch thing, as a wheel within a wheel,

cils. The firſt three Paragraphs of the Speech are 
about Alliances, the fourth about Tangier , the fifth 
about ſecuring the Succeſſioi , the faxth to know 
what we deſire, and what we will do. 

Sir, I-take no delight in Iooking backward, but 
without doing it at this time, I am afraid we ſhall 
not mend, as we go forward. [t is not to bedoubt- 
ed, but that as well for the ſecurity of the Nation, 
at home, as of Flanders againſt the power of France 
and the Proteſtant Religion abroad, we are undera 
neceſſity to make Alliances, and. that they cannot 
be made nor ſupported without Money, But did. 
'we not give aboye Two Millions for the preſervati- 
on of the Tripple-League , and was it not by the 
power of the French and Popiſh Party imployed to 
break it ?

what . reaſon have we now to imagine, that if we 
ſhould give Money for Leagues, that it would be 
imployed otherwiſe than formerly ?-. Is not” the 
fame Scheme vf Government purſued ſtill?Is not-the 
French Ambaſſador, and the French Women too;-as 
great at Court as ever? And have not the Dukes 
Creatures the management of all affairs ? And if 
the Dukes intereſ#, the French intereſt, and the Pops 
intereſt be all one, can you imagine, that your Mo- 
ney ſhall be imployed to make any Alliances that 
ſhall be for the. advantage of the Proteſtant Reli- 
gion. No, Sir, though His Majeſty: ſo intend it, 
yet\'the wheel within.a wheel, 2bich bath managed 
all others Alliances hitherto, will alſo manage theſe, and 
have the diſpoſal of your Money too, and pervert it to - 
aur deftruf10n.. And until things ſettle here at Home, 
on a true Profeſtant betrom, it cannot be imagined, 
that any Forezgy Prince will depend on. us, ' or 
make Alliances with us. And therefore, as well 
for that, as becauſe our Money may not probably 
be diſpoſed of for any good end, it is in vain'to 
Treat of either Alliances or Money. For untilthe in- 
treſt be chang'd at Court,that-ſothere may be a bet- 
ter underſtanding between the King and his people, 
it cannot produce any thing for our advantage.

. Ar. Speaker, | 
Er T.L,Q1R, in my opinion the matter con- 
tained in the laſt ſeven Articles, doth 
not anſwer the firſt Article nor the Title: for 
therein you accule. Sir William Scroggs in general 
words of - High-Treaſon, the higheſt, of Crimes ; 
and when you come to particulars, you inſtance 
the diſmiſſing of Grand-Juries, prohibiting Prin- 
ting of Pamphlets, in equality in levying of Fines, 
and the like. Sir, I would not be underſtood to be 
an Advocate for the Lord Chief Juſtice Scroggs ; 
but I hope that as long as I fit here, you will al- 
ways give me leave to be an Advocate for this 
Houſe; which I cannot more fignally demonſtrate, 
than by offering my opinion againſt every thing 
which I think will reflect upon the Juſtice or Pru- 
dence of the Houſe, or prove any hindrance to the 
finiſhing cf thoſe great Aﬀairs you have uuder De- 
bate. 

Sir, I am of opinion, that though all theſe things 
cantained in theſe Articles ſhould be fully proved, 
they. will nat amount to Treaſon ; and although it 
be true that you do but impeach, and that the Lords 
are to. judge, yet it is not agreeable to the Juſtice 
of this Houſe, that the Articles ſhould be for Trea- 
ſon, unleſs you nre well ſatisfied that. you can make 
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Out that the matter contain'd in the Articles is fo : 
- - Which I very much doubt; and therefore I am of 
opinion, that . the Articles ought only to be for 
high Crimes and Miſdemeanours ; which I am the | 
more forward to preſs you 'carneſtly to, becaule I |

D. F. Sir, my obligation to ſerve my Country, 
calls on me to give you my opinion in this matter, 
and not any kindneſs to my Lord Chief Juſtice : 
for [ can ſafely declare, that I do not think him fit 
for that eminent place now, becauſe indeed I never 
thought he was fit : So that what [ ſhall ſay, pro- 
ceeds from my kindneſs to the Publick, and parti- 
cular obligations to this Houſe. | think we ought 
to be cautious how we increaſe Laws to take away 
our lives; our Forefathers were very careful in Rt, 
as may appear by the Statute of 25 Edw. 3. which 
{ was made to prevent the Judges from taking on 
+ them any power to declare any thing Treaſon but 
what was expreſt within that Statute; reſerving 
-- al obvious Crimes of that nature to the Jongmen, 
4 's] 
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of the Nation in Parliament, - who no doubt may 
declare other things Treaſon which are not within 
that Statute, But it is a Queſtion with me, whe- 
ther it can be done any other way than by Bill, that 
ſo it may be an ACt of King Lords and,, Commons, 
and not for the Houſe of Lords only, the Commons 
only. proſecutors, and the King not concernd ? 
That the Lords alone are proper Judges in many 
Caſes, when perſons are proſecuted. upon ſome 
known Law, 1s not to be doubted; but I much 
queſtion if they ought to be ſo in Caſes of declare- 
tive Treaſon, though upon an Impeachment from the 
| Houſe of Commons : For that were to allow all the 
Lords alone a power of making a Law in the Ca- 
ſes of the higheſt nature, even of Life and Death.

new Crimes, and then condemn them ; but only de- 
* -elares that to be a Crime which was ſo before, and

* conſiſt with the prudence of this Houſe, as well to 
be careful how to weaken thoſe Laws-and- Cu- 
- ftoms which tend fo much tothe preſervation of 
” the Government, as how to increaſe any that may 


= tend to the deſtruction of any one man, by mul- 


' tiplying Prefidents for chaſtizing of Treaſon ; the 
| Crimes for which Treſilzay and the reſt at that 
} time were--impeached , were not Felony by any 
* known Law,” ac yet they were condemned in 
| Parliament. Zmpſon and Dudley were accuſed in

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have greater Incouragements, ſo to be ſubje& to 
more ſevere Chaſtiſements than others, the pub» 
lick. being more concerned in their aQtions 3 and 
therefore the cuſtom of Parliaments hath made that 
Treaſon in them which is not ſo in other perſons. 
The words of Fudges and Privy-Comncelors in ſorne 
caſes are Overt-As of themſelves. Ithink it will 
become the wiſdom of the Nation, to make all 
the defence and proviſion they can, againſt the 
corrupt doings of men in ſuch places. And IT do 
not ſee what danger can ariſe to our Poſterities by 
fuch proceedings. Is it not with the Parliament 
we intruſt this power ? Who can imagine that a 
Parliament can ever be ſo conſtituted, as not to be 
carefully concerned in their proceedings as to Life 
and Death 3 and-only to concern themſelves there- 
in, when ſome extraordinary exigences 'in which 
the Government is much concerned requires it ?

And 
Fitz- Gerrard'depoſeth, That he then told the ſame 
to ſeveral perſons, as had fince proved it before Sir 
Fobn Davis Secretary of State. in Ireland. And 
doth it not appear by the Witneſſes here, that they 
intended - about. that time to cut off the King ?

12000 men, moſt 
Triſh, and helped them in. the carrying on of. that 
War, ſcod. Plenipotentiaries to Nimme in or- 
der'to make-up a general Peace, that ſo he mighe 
be at leiſure about that time that the ſaid party 
xpececd- his aſſiſtance, and that the Clergy had 
lold Fitz-Gerrard, that the Duke ſhould be Kin 

Upon the Diſcovery-of the Engliſh+Plot, the King, 
Loxds, and Corhmons, Jdeclared it a horrid; dam- 
pable, execrable Plot : now upon the diſcovery

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of this Iriſh Plot, the Lords Spiritual and Tempo- 
ral have declared the ſame of it. But:to what 
purpoſe | know not, unleſs it be to diſcover the

For notwithſtanding all theſe Diſco- 
verics, which are the greateſt that ever were, in a 
caſe of ſo great a Conſpiracy, ſuch is. their influ- 
ence and authority, that they have not only f(a- 
ved their own party from being any way weak- 
ned, (unleſs by thoſe few that have been hanged) 
but -have gained a greft number of the Proteſtants to 
Joyn and contribute as much to tbe carrying on of 
their defign as they can 'defire. The truth is, Sir, 
England can never be deftroyed but: by it (elf ; and 
the Papiſts well know this muſt be done by divi- 
ding us. +If ever there were a Popiſh Miracle, it 
is in this, that ſeeing the Knife is ſo near our 
Throats, they fhould be able ſo; to infatrate us, 
that inſtead of making any preparation to prevent thenf, 
we court all manner -of Divifions and” Animoſities a= 
mongſt - our ſelves, and cberiſh' every projet of that 
party that tends to our Ruine, with as much earneſineſi 
as if it tended to. our. ſafety. . But though this 
Witchcraft of theirs hath had- a ſtrange power

C. Sir, I am fully perſwaded, that we can» 
not be ſecure neither of our Religion nor Peace 
and Quictnels, without: this Billz yet ſecing we 
are not like tohave it at this time, I am for. going 


on with thoſe other Bills that are afoot, that we * 


may try if we can get them. Secing- we cannot 
do all the good we would, let us endeavour. to do 
all the good we can, But 1am ready to, agree in 
the Vote that was propoſed, That it is the opini- 
on of this Houſe, that neither the Kings perſon nor 
Proteſtant Religion can be ſecured any. other way, 
provided it.be nor intended to bind the Houſe from 
frying what may be done by other Laws, leſt advan+ 
tageſhould be taken thereof to break this Parliament, 
which I tremble to think of, becauſc-it will beattend- 
£d with a great ruine to our affairs both abroad and 
at home. 
Mr, Speaker, 

Sir R, M. Sir, being the Houſe is inclinable ta 
hear of Expedients, I will crave leave to offer you 
one. In'cafe the Duke ſhould out-live the King, I 
think, if by an A& of Parliament the Prince : of 


Orange were appointed to adminſier the Govern- 


ment joyntly with him, with ſuch powers and 
limitations as might be. thought convenient upon 
a (crious Debate, it might give great fſatisfa-+ 


Aion, and probably ſceure the Proteſtant Reli+ 
giom 
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Sir I. F. Sir, you have had ſeveral Propoſitions 
made you, and the way to come” to ſome ſpeedy 
reſolution, is not to debate too many together, 
but to keep cloſe to that to which moſt have ſpo- 
ken ; which if be not miſtaken, is that which 
relates to the Dakes Bill, which fome have oppo- 
ſed, becauſe of the difficulties arifing from the Bil, 
and would rather have you go into a Committee 


/ 


| and treat of Expedients. But I think it below 


the gravity of the Houſe to be put out of their 


| method, unleſs ſome Expedients were propoſed. 


But notwithſtanding all the - provocations that 
have been given, we cannot hear of any Expedi- 
ents, only one which hardly deſerves any further 
conſideration in aGonimittee; becauſe Crowned beads 
nor Lovers, do not willingly allow of Rivals, but 
will be uneafic till they be rid of them. And lam 
afraid all other Expedients will be liable to as 
ſtrong Obje&ions 3 and that therefore it is that 
they are not propoſed, though they have been fo 
often diſcourſed of. If any perſon would offer 
any that had any appearance of giving ſatisfaction, 
I ſhould be ready to give my voice for going into 
a Committee to- debate them. But 1 know not 
why the Houſe ſhould loſe that time, without ſome 
Expedicnt be firſt offered, If there could be any 
Expedition found out, which were likely, really, and effe- 
Aually to prejudice the Dukg's Intereh, why ſhould not 
the ſame Argument ariſe againſt them as againſt the 
Exclufion Bill ? Why would nct any ſuch Bill 
be. alſo againſt natural Juſtice, the Oath of Alle- 
giance, a ſevere Condemnation, and not good 
in Law, but liable to occafion a Civil War. Forl 
am not apt to think this great conteſt is not all a- 

R 4 bout 
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bout an empty Name 3 afid if not, theri the ſame 
Arguments will hold againſt any other Bill that 
will be ſufficient to keep him from the Govern- 
ment; If ſome fuch Bill or Bills could be contri- 
ved; as againſt the Bill' of Exclufion 3 But the 
truth'is, there can be no other: Bill that can ſerve 
ns' in this caſc, becauſe all other Bills will leave os 
in that miſerable condition of oppoſing our lawful 
King, and all oppotition in ſuch a cafe would be li- 
able to be conſtrued a Rebellion. All other Bills in this 
caſe would be no more' for the ſecurity of our Reli- 
gion, than a great many Leaſes, Releaſes, and other 
Writings, are in many caſes of Eſtates,” without 
Fines and Recoveries, However, lam againſt the 
Vote that was propoſed, That the Duke's being a 
Papift hath rendred him uncapable of the Crown : fov 
#hat were to take on ns a Legiſlative power z but let 
your Dnueftion be, that it is the opinion. of this Houſe, 
that the Kings Perſon, nor Proteſtant Religion, can- 
not be ſecure without that Bill. That fo the proceed- 
ings of the Houfe may be juſtified in demanding 
that Bil} hereafter, though we ſhould in the mean 
time goon with any other Bills. 
Mr. Speaker, 

D. F. Sir, I ſhall not trouble you with any Are 
gument, whether the Proteſtant Religion can be 
preſerved under a Popiſh King 3 br whether an 47 
of Exclufion will be a good Act or no, or whether 
#be Exclufion-bill alone, 'if it ſhould be granted, 
would be ſufficient, or what others we ſhouldnecd 
but the Queſtion is at preſent, Whether, ſce- 
ing we cannot have this Bill, we ſhall not aim at 
ſomething elſe, that 'fo, if poſſible, we may pres» 
vent- the breaking up of this Parliament, without 
any effe&, as to the great things they were ſum- 
| moned 
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moned for, on which I cannot” refle& without be« 

| ing much concerned 3 and I arm afraid, that it'wilt 
be the conſequence of perlifting for this Bill, T' 
cannot be perfwaded, notwithſtanding all that 
hath been faid, but that there are other Bills that - 
may attain our'end, or at leaſt do-us ſome good. ' 
And we have no certain demonſitation that this 
Bill, it we ſhould obtain it, will infallibly do what 
is delired. The Acts made in Queen Elizabeth's 
days, did not ſuppreſs that party totally : though 
the Queen of Scots was cut off, yet that intereſt 
continued, and even to this day remains, and fo 
it may probably though we ſhould. get this Bill 3 
and therefore why ſhould we ſtand fo much in our 
own light, as not to take what' we can get. The 
Bill of Baniſhment may be of great uſe, and ſome 
Bills to limit the Power of ſucha Prince, by - put- 
ting the power-into Parliaments and Privy-Coun- 
ſcllors 3 why fhould we loſe all by being ſo cager 
for that we are never like to get. And therefore, 
I humbly conceive we may do better to go'on 
with ſuch-other Bills as may be thought convent- 


ent, and not ſtruggle nor perfiſt for the obtaining 
of this. 


Mr. Speaker, 

F. B. Sir, 1 am not for adventuring my life np- 
on Rhetorick, which is all I can tind there is in the: 
diſcourſes that are made for Expedients. We all 
know that a little 'thing altered the Government 
in France, and reduced the people of that King- 
dom to flavery : Pray let us have a care that, for 
want of a little ſhort Ac, we be not reduced to 
Slavery and Popery too. Will not all the Expe- 
dicnts that have been talked of; or can be imagt- 
ned, leave us toconteſt with our lawful Prince z and 
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that aſſiftance 'which he is well aſſured of , not 
only from the Papiſis here, but in Ireland, and 
from France, and Scotland, I am afraid enough to 
make it a meaſuring caſt, And: is the- Proteſiant 
Intereſt ſo low, that though our dangers be (o great, 
that inſtead ofa Sword to defend our ſelves, we 
. muſt be content with a Sheath. I am not for 
cheating thoſe that ſent me here. - T think it much 
* more for the intereſt of the Nation, that we ſhould 
haveno Laws, than ſuch as will but trepan us, -by 
failing us like rotten Crutches when we" have oc- 
caſion to depend on them. I had rather leſe my 
Life and my Religion, becauſe I were not able to 
defend it, than be fooll'd out.of it by depending 
on ſuch Laws. I take it for granted, that ſeeing 
the Exclukion-bill is thought too much for us, and 
ſuch great endeavours are uſed to preſerve the 
ſtrength and intereſt of that -party, that we muſt 
either ſubmit, or defend our _— by a ſharp con- 
teſt ; and therefore I hope we ſhall: not depend on 
Laws that will tend to weaken us. 1 am confi- 
dent, that if ſome Miniſters of State did not fiand 
as Clouds between the King and us, we ſhould 
have redreſs. For how can it conſiſt with his 
goodneſs or Coronatjon-Oatb, that for the intercſ 
of one man, the Bodjes 'and Souls of the reſt of 
- his SubjeQs ſhould be in ſuch danger of periſhing 


as they are in caſe of his Death, if a Popiſh King 
ſhould ſucceed, and ſuch Popiſh Comnſellors, Judges, 
Fuſtices, and Biſbops too, as we had-in Queen Mar 
ries days. For it cannot be doubted, but that 
#boſe that will be ſo Loyal as to bring bim in, will 
” be fo Loyal, as it will be called, to obey bim in all 
| *, egbings which may be for bis intereſt. And the ſame 


der 
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defet of all Laws, That the Execution of all Ec- 
clefiaſtical Laws may be ſuſpended by force, but could 
never” be repealed by the power of Parliaments; and 
therefore commanded , that notwithſtanding all 
Laws to the contrary, they ſhould be executed as 
in the beginning of her Fathers Reign. The great 
endeavours that are uſed to ridicule the Plot, arraign 
Parliaments, and divide the Proteſtant Intereſt, is a full 
confirmation to me, that the Plot goeth on as much 
as ever. And how can it be otherways Munleſ(s we 
can get the King of our fide, that ſo he may be 
more for us than be is for the Duke, without which 
it is impoſſible that the Proteſtant Intereſt can ſtand 
long. In order to do ſomething, 1 am ready to 
agree in the Votes that have been made, 
Mr. Speaker, | 
G. V. Sir, it is clearto me, that all Expedients 
without this Bill cannot fgnitie any thing for: our 
defence againſt Popery. All our difficulty will be, 
to fatisfic his Majeſty , that nothing elſe can fave 
his people from the Popiſh Bondage. And if we- 
could do that, I do not doubt but he will rather 
paſs the Bill, then let Three Nations periſh. The 
King doth now rely on the judgment of the Lords 
in the matter, yet happily will find upon an In- 
formation, that he hath no good ground ſo to do. 
For, I believe, if be would ack the Lords why they 
were of that opinion, many of them would tell bins, 
becauſe be was of tbat opinion, and becauſe they were 
awed by bis preſenge, And ſeeing the Lords are 
changed from the time of the throwing out of that 
Bill, from 33 to 55 3 ſa there may probably ch 
more againſt the Bill comes to them again. And I 
am confident will do ſo when they have conſulted 


theis intereſt, and hays found that all other- ways 
to 
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to ſecure the Proteſtant Religion, are cither impoſ- | 
' ſible or itmprafticable. At leaſt, I am confident 
_ they will-not'throw it out again, without a Confe- 
rence. And it is my opinion, there wants nothing 
bat a Conference to have an'agreement with ' the 
Lords; in'the mean time, that they may have oc- 
cafion to conſider better of it, let us by a Vote de- 
clare our reſolution to ſtick to the Bill.

* Sir WF Sir, by the Debate which you have had 
about Expediants, it plainly appears, that the Popiſh 
" Tntereſt is fo- well fixt, that we are not like to ob- 
tain any thing againſt it, that will do us any good. 
And it is' not} ſtrange, that it ſhould meet with 
great oppoſition. For we may- reaſonably conclude, 
that thoſe who had the power to inftil thoſe prin- . 
ciples into 'the Royal Family, have not been neg- 
ligent ' to improve their intereſt, to ſecure thoſe 
advantages they have long hop'd for, and expected, 
from ſuch # proſelyte. Arid therefore thoſe Argu- 
ments which ſome worthy Members hate uſed, as 
tothe improbability that ever a Popiſh King ſhould 
attempt to change our Religion, as not conliſting 
with his intereſt, are to me'very prepoſterous, and 
+ great demonſtration of the influence of that par- 
ty; in being able to broach ſuch opinions as are ſo 
uſeful to bring in that Religion. For my part, I 
am of a different judgment, and do believe, that a 
Popiſh Head- on a Proteſtant Body, would be ſuch a 
Monſter in nature, as© would neither be fit to pre- 
ſerve, or-be preſerved, and that therefore it would 
as naturally follow, as night follows day ; that either 
the Head' will mage the Body, or the Body the Head. 
Have we not already had ſufficient experience, what 
' & miſcrable thing it is for the King to be jealous of 
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his people, or the people of their Prince ? Can” 
it be imagined that there can be a. Popiſh King 'in 
this Nation, without occaſioning- a conſtant noiſe - 
of Plots and Popery, and that ſuch-reports groun-' 
ded on the Kings inclinations, will not occafion' 
ſuch a fermentation in the people, as will end.in- 
miſery ? Or if it ſhould prove otherways, that by* 
ſuch arts as may probably then be ſet on-foot, the” 
people ſhould be lulled into a ſecurity. Cay we 
think, that the Papiſts who bave been ſo many ages at 
work, for the opportunity, ſhould not takg advantage of 
that ſecurity to fetter us with their Popiſh Bondage #' 
We may as well think that they will all then turn 
Proteſtants, or be true to the Proteſtant intereſt.

Sir, | have conſidered this Meſſage with 
that duty and reſpe& I ought, it doth fo agree with 
all others which His Majeſty hath been pleaſed t 
ſend to this Parliament ; that 1 do believe that in 
proceed from the ſame Council, and that. our en- 
. deavours to prevail with his Majeſty in that parti- 
cular of changing Councils, hath hitherto had" no

S. T. Sir, the great CharaGer this Honourable 
Member bears, the great Employments he hath 
been in under bis Majeſty abroad, as well as his E» 
ducation in the Laws'of this Nation, do juſily ebal- 
lenge, that what he ſaith, ſhould be well weighed 
and conſidered, before any man ſheuld offer to con- 
tradid it. He is pleaſed to ſay, that this Act would 
be uolawful and invalid, if it ſhould be obtained : 
And therefore, becauſe we are not like to ob- 
tain it, and becauſe. the Duke off Hanover, though

derſtood ; which is a fair denial of all Laws againſt 
Popety, at leaft thoſe that adviſe it T believe- do ſo in- 
zend it : For all Laws againſt Popery, if. once you 
have a+ Popiſh King, will fignifie nothing 3 the 
firongeſt that can-be made, would cafily be defea- 
ted, ſo as to be of no uſe to us. Suppoſe we ſhould 
Propoſe a Law to put a great power in Parliaments, 
I mean in-both Houſes, that ſo we may have the 
Lords Spiritual and Fare Divino of our {ide 3 yet it 
is tome very, plain, that. a Popiſh King would . be 
able. cither to. prevent the meeting of ſuch Parlia-. 
ments, or by awing, or - influencing. of them when 
met, or. by ſetting up a ſtronger power'than the 
Parliament, or a better . Fare Divino,. by means" of 
the Popiſh Clergy, than ours, eaſily, make all ſuch 
Ads fgnitic nothing. 1 have! heard,.: that a; wie 
eee ing 
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King hath oftentimes made wiſe Counſellors, 'andl 
that wiſe Counſellors ſometimes make wife Kings, 
but it muſt be when their intereſt may*bind them 
to take their advice 3 which "in this caſe ' would 
happen otherwiſe : for ' the Patliaments in ſuch' a 
caſe, muſt have ſome ſuch power repoſed in them 
as would render them ſufpitious of. being Compe- 
titors for the Soveraignty ; and that would make 
the Prince juſtly jealous of them, and ſoon end'in 
ſuch a breach as would endanger the Government. 
Or to prevent this, the power mult be Tertled fo 
ſtrong in'the Parliament, as' to over-ballance the 
Kings z which ought not to be, becauſe it would 
endanger Monarchv. If a man were deſperately 
fick of ſome' Diſeaſe only curable by one Remedy, 
and that ſhould be: denied him, What ſhould” he 
do, -but ſend for his Confeſſor, and prepare” for 
death? and fo | think muſt we.

I hope we 
(ball be as wife as the Frogs, who when Jupiter 
gave them a Stork for their King, did not, appear 
well pleaſed therewith : to accept of Expedients to
